Morton quits 
to campaign

Morton’s resignation because it is 
appropriate that any cabinet minister 
seeking his job should leave cabinet.

CouncUpay 
hike too rich 
for some 


Members of city council 
are questioning a suggest¬ 
ed 4.64 per cent wage 
increase. 

“I think Fd have a really 
hard time accepting a hike 
that goes beyond Edmon¬ 
ton’s rate of inflation,” said 
Coun. Kerry Diotte. 

The inflation rate is 
roughly 2.4 per cent, which 
makes the proposed salaiy 
adjustments released in a 
city report yesterday nearly 
double that. 

“At 4.6,1 think that is 
probably a little bit high 
considering the economy,” 
said Coun. Tony Caterina. 
“But on the same hand, at 
0.6 it was extremely low.” 

Since 2001, pay has been 
adjusted based on the pre¬ 
vious year’s average Alber¬ 
ta weekly earnings. 

City council received a 
0.63 per cent hike last year, 
and over the last decade 
have seen a 34 per cent in¬ 
crease. 

Diotte is also waiy of a 
hike larger than other city 
employees, such as union¬ 
ized workers or police and 
fire personnel, though 
those groups have seen a 
comparable increase over 
the past 10 years. 

Mayor Stephen Mandel’s 
current salaiy is $144,061, 
councillors earn $79,787 
and all are provided with a 
monthly vehicle allowance 
and benefits. 

The proposed increase 
would cost the city about 
$70,000.

Construction on a new Ed¬ 
monton school turned 
deadly Thursday after¬ 
noon when a 23-year-old 
man was killed. 

Just before 12:30 p.m., 
emergency personnel re¬ 
ceived a call about a work¬ 
place accident at 88 Street 
and Savaryn Drive in the 
southwest subdivision of 
Summerside, just south of 
Ellerslie Road. 

“An iron worker was in 
the basket of an aerial 
working platform, secur¬ 
ing joists, when a joist re¬ 
leased and struck the 
worker,” said Barrie Harri¬ 
son, spokesperson for Oc¬ 
cupational Health and 
Safety.

It looks like Ed 
Stelmach made the de¬ 
cision for us. There's no 
need for an election to 
make it happen. There 
will be a new premier 
by next year. And in 
the wake of Stelmach's 
resignation, the list of 
potential replacements 
is piling up. 


T ed Morton has 
to be the front¬ 
runner at this 
point — if not 
for the caucus 
budget brouha¬ 
ha we’ve been reading 
about, then at least for the 
number of Wildrose 
Alliance members who 
could very well purchase a 
PC Party membership to 
install him as the next 
premier. (Consider this a 
hedging-your-bets play by 
more conservative-mind¬ 
ed politicos.) 

But behind the obvious 
choice of Morton, the 
pack starts getting veiy 
confusing. The other con¬ 
tenders may include Dave 
Hancock and Doug 
Horner, as well as 


“outsiders” Jim Dinning 
and Jim Prentice. 

But it is 2011 now. The 
upcoming election 
campaign will be unlike 
any the Progressive Con¬ 
servatives have faced in 
their 40-year run. It will 
take a different kind of 
leader to pull off another 
win over the upstart Wil¬ 
drose Alliance and Alberta 
Party. 

It’s going to be 
someone like Lindsay 
Blackett, Jonathan Denis, 
Thomas Lukaszuk, Alison 
Bedford and their like 
who will have to lead the 
party forward. But sadly, 
the majority in this group 
have ended up in their 
seat by playing the “old” 
game well and don’t real¬ 


ly represent a “new,” less 
partisan way forward. 

The only man I can see 
in a position to be the 
right person at the right 
time is a little-known 
MLA from Hardisty: Doug 
Griffiths. 

To begin with, he is Al¬ 
berta. He fits in 
eveiywhere and eveiyone 
has an immense amount 
of respect for the man — 
north, south; rural, 
urban; conservative, liber¬ 
al; the energy sector, 
farmers. He gets Alberta 
as a whole, and is the only 
person, regardless of par¬ 
ty, who bridges all these 
traditional opposites. 

Griffiths has tough de¬ 
cisions to make, too. The 
PCs have barely embraced 


him, let alone recognized 
him as the golden boy 
who could lead them into 
the next century by tran¬ 
scending the type of elec¬ 
tion every other party is 
going to run. Sources tell 
me that at this point, he’s 
just as likely to not run in 
2012 and be closer to his 
young family, who will no 
doubt show him more ap¬ 
preciation. 

The Alberta Party, 
which is entering into a 
leadership race of its own, 
sees Griffiths’s value. Be¬ 
fore Stelmach’s 
announcement, Griffiths 
was no doubt being 
pursued to run in the Al¬ 
berta Party contest for the 
reasons I list and more. 

I don’t want to put too 


fine a point on it, but the 
future of Alberta’s govern¬ 
ment could hinge on Grif¬ 
fiths’s decision. If he were 
to run, I think he would 
have a veiy good chance 
as a dark-horse candidate 
to put aside all the PC 
baggage others will inad¬ 
vertently carry and win. 

Because during leader¬ 
ship conventions the best 
candidate to lead the par¬ 
ty into an election isn’t al¬ 
ways the one who comes 
out on top (Stelmach?), I 
should stop short of say¬ 
ing Griffiths will be our 
next premier. But he 
would offer the 
Progressive 

Conservatives, and Alber¬ 
tans in general, a great 
choice.

All we want is a state of 
our own. Our right to free¬ 
dom has always been seen 
as something we some¬ 
how have to earn, which is 
unfair. But if we can show 
the world a stable Pales¬ 
tine with a well-function¬ 
ing infrastructure that 
provides reliable services 
to its residents, we’ll have 
created the reality of a 
state. It will be veiy hard 
for the world to ignore it. 
Will I be able to call you 
prime minister of Palestine 
in September? 

You’ll be able to call 
someone prime minister. 
I’ll be the first person to 
congratulate him or her 
on becoming the first 
prime minister of Pales¬ 
tine. We’ve been waiting 
for this for so long ... We 
have to keep up the posi¬ 
tive dynamic we’ve start¬ 
ed; we have to keep being 
persistent to create posi¬ 
tive change eveiy day to 
enable the state of Pales¬ 
tine to be born. 

Are you certain it will 
happen? 

Yes. In August 2009, we 
set ourselves the goal of 
Palestinian statehood in 


August 2011, and here we 
are. I have no Plan B or 
Plan G. We have only this 
plan and we think it’s go¬ 
ing to work. In order for it 
to happen, we Palestinians 
have to believe in it. It’s 
that sense of inevitability 
we’re trying to create by 
determination and perse¬ 
verance. If you don’t have 
a timeline, you don’t have 
a good plan. We’re work¬ 
ing on the ground to get 
fully ready for the state of 
Palestine. 


What will the geography of 
Palestine look like? 

It will comprise Gaza 
and the West Bank, and 
the West Bank includes 
East Jerusalem. This is the 
territory occupied in 1967. 
The two areas will be con¬ 
nected by a safe passage, 
something that’s actually 
in the Interim Accord be¬ 
tween Israel and the Pales¬ 
tinians but hasn’t yet 
happened. The separation 
of Gaza and the West Bank 
has contributed to the po¬ 


litical separation that 
we’re going through right 
now. 

Are there other factors? 

The state of security. 
Militias shouldn’t be al¬ 
lowed to operate in Gaza. 
Non-violence has tremen¬ 
dous power. It has worked 
so many other times in 
history: In the U.S. civil 
rights movements and in 
countries like India gain¬ 
ing independence, and I 
believe it will work for us, 
too.

The other gorillas don’t 
even bother to look up 
when Ambam starts saun¬ 
tering around like a human. 

But hrnnans are astound¬ 
ed by the 21-year-old Silver- 
back ambling on his hind 
legs and have turned him 
into a YouTube celebrity in 
just two days. 

“As far back as I remem¬ 
ber, he’s been able to do it,” 
Phil Ridges, a gorilla keeper 
at the Port Lympne Wild An¬ 
imal Park just south of 
Dover in England, tells the 
Tomto Star. 

Ambam’s dad could walk 
upright and two sisters can 
as well, but none of them 
are quite as good or adven¬ 
turous at it as Ambam, says 
Ridges. 

At about 480 pounds of 
flexible muscle, he’s the 
biggest gorilla at the animal 
park, a charity run by the 
Aspinall Foundation. But 


he’s not a showoff, his keep¬ 
er says. 

“He’s a smashing little 
guy. He’s not someone that 
covets attention. He’s veiy 
sweet natured and he has 
great respect in the group.” 

That said, “Ambam lives 
with five other adult males 
and they could care less” 
when he starts walking on 
his hind legs. 

Food and curiosity propel 
him: Trying to get a glimpse 
of the food bucket arriving, 
seeing over the enclosme 
ledge or making off" with 
peanut-butter-covered 
sticks in both hands. 

But he’s not trained and 
doesn’t stand up on cue, to 
the chagrin of camera crews 
lined up Thmsday. 

All gorillas can stand up¬ 
right, says Ridges. But they 
just don’t veiy often, except 
for Ambam and his family.

Hundreds of Spaniards 
searching for lost children 
or parents filed a petition 
on Thursday with Spain’s 
attorney general to investi¬ 
gate allegations newborns 
were stolen from their 
mothers and sold to other 
families, a practice they say 
went on for decades. 

Antonio Barroso, 41, said 
he found out only three 
years ago that the parents 
who raised him were not 


his biological parents. He 
said he learned he was sold 
at birth to another family 
for 200,000 pesetas. That’s 
the equivalent of $1,638, 
worth more at the time. 

It is well documented 
that in the immediate wake 
of Spain’s 1936-39 civil war, 
babies and children were 
taken from women who 
supported the Republican 
side that was defeated by 
the right-wing forces of 


Gen. Francisco Franco.

Television news footage 
showed broken plastic 
chairs overturned inside 


the tent. Broken tea cups 
and other debris covered 
the patterned rugs on the 
floor.

"1 discovered 
that a friend of mine from 
college was killed ... along 
with another friend of 
mine ...

Layton lists

O NDP leader calls on Conservatives to cancel 
multimillion-dollar stealth fighter purchase 


Jack Laj^on says he has no 
“bottom line” over what 
has to be in the federal 
budget to ensure NDP sup¬ 
port and avoid an election 
— but he faces calls from 
his caucus to play hardball 
on corporate taxes. 

During a break in the 
party’s winter caucus re¬ 
treat, La 5 d:on said he has 
put forward a list of pro¬ 
posals that he wants to see 
in the budget, and is wait¬ 
ing for some kind of re¬ 
sponse from the Harper 
government. 

But he said there is no 
make-or-break issue that 
would lead the NDP to ei¬ 
ther support or reject the 
budget, expected in March. 

“We’ll look at the full

budget and see what it con¬ 
tains,” La 5 d:on said. 

He is looking for a $700- 
million increase in the 


guaranteed income supple¬ 
ment for seniors, a more 
generous Canada Pension 
Plan, the elimination of 
federal sales tax on home 
heating, and the replenish¬ 
ment of funds for environ¬ 
mental upgrades to homes. 

“We’ve laid these ideas 
out there, and we’ll see 
what the government does 
by way of response,” Lay- 
ton said.

Sarah Palin reacted with 
scorn to U.S. President 
Barack Obama’s State of 
the Union address this 
week, attacking his eco¬ 
nomic policies and “recy¬ 
cled rhetoric,” which she 
says no longer inspires 
hope. 

In a lengthy missive on 
Facebook, Palin made no 
mention of the call for uni¬ 
ty that Obama made in his 
speech on Tuesday, and fo¬ 
cused instead on his eco¬ 
nomic proposals, calling 
his ideas for investments 
in areas such as high-speed 
rail “half-baked,” and a 
“bullet train to bankrupt¬ 
cy” 

Obama, she insisted, 
doesn’t understand that 
debt is the biggest problem

facing the United States, 
and his address can be 
boiled down to the mes¬ 
sage: “The era of big gov¬ 
ernment is here as long as I 
am, so help me pay for it.” 


She noted the speech 
was dubbed “Winning the 
Future,” and suggested 
that the first letters of that 
title, “WTF,” is an apt way 
to describe what Obama 
had to say. 

Meanwhile, former Cali¬ 
fornia governor Arnold 
Schwarzenegger took a 
potshot at Palin during his 
speaking tour of major 
Canadian cities this week. 

“Can you imagine Sarah 
Palin being naked? No, 
don’t imagine that,” he 
said, referring to the differ¬ 
ences between him and 
other high-profile politi¬ 
cians who have given 
speeches in Canada. He 
was speaking Wednesday 
in Toronto.

Fuelled by fury 
over financial deprivation, the unrest roiling Egypt threatens to undermine the 
country’s economic growth and further weaken the government. The protests 
sent the stock market plummeting on Thursday, clouding what the government 
has portrayed as its crowning legacy: rising GDP and a surging private sector.

Mass rallies 
threaten 
Yemen’s 
stability 

Tens of thousands of Yeme¬ 
nis demanded the 
president step down in na¬ 
tionwide protests on Thurs¬ 
day, taking inspiration 
from the popular revolt in 
Tunisia and vowing to con¬ 
tinue until their U.S.- 
backed government falls. 

Yemen is the latest Arab 
state to be hit by mass anti¬ 
government protests, join¬ 
ing Tunisia and Eg 5 q)t in 
calls for democratic 
change. The rallies pose a 
new threat to the stability 
of Yemen, the Arab world’s 
most impoverished nation, 
which has become a haven 
for al-Qaida militants. 

“No delays, no delays, 
the time for departure has 
come!” activists shouted, 
calling for the ouster of 
President Ali Abdullah 
Saleh, who has ruled for 
nearly 32 years. Saleh’s gov¬ 
ernment is riddled with 
corruption, has little 
control outside the capital 
and its main source of 
income — oil — could run 
diy in a decade. 

Saleh has tried to defuse 
tensions by raising salaries

Ahead of Sunday’s 
Screen Actors Guild 
awards.

For a long time, Canadi¬ 
ans have been unfairly ma- 
hgned as some of the 
world’s worst peddlers of 
spam, supposedly respon¬ 
sible for flooding accounts 
with t 5 ^o-ridden sales 
pitches for cheap erectile 
dysfunction pills. 

As recently as last sum¬ 
mer, some 300 billion 
spam messages were being 
sent daily, and estimates 
suggest around 85 per cent 
were often linked to some 
kind of prescription drug 
scam, mostly from an on¬ 
line “company” called 
Canadian Pharmacy.

They send a staggering 
number of emails and 
hope to fool just a tiny per¬ 
centage of the recipients 
into thinking they’re deal¬ 
ing with a reputable oper¬ 
ation. 


Virtual outfits have 
made big business out of 
phoney drug offers, but 
changes at the top levels 
of the spam world suggest 
Canada is starting to get 
left out of pharma scams. 

At the end of 2010, 
email scams that used 
pharmaceutical drugs as a 
lure had dropped to 
approximately 64.2 per 
cent from the 80 per cent 


range of all spam, and in 
Januaiy, dropped again to 
about 59 per cent, accord¬ 
ing to MessageLabs. 

One official said that 
even with the dramatic de¬ 
crease in spam levels and 
the changes with the ma¬ 
jor players, other groups 
will surely emerge and the 
battle to contain spam will 
continue.

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SAG ceases 
paper votes 

O Three tons of paper to be saved this year as the 
Screen Actor’s Guild moves voting online

Lots of Hollywood produc¬ 
tions celebrate their eco- 
friendliness, but the Screen 
Actors Guild Awards has 
made one of the greenest 
moves yet: It has all but 
eliminated the paper 
ballot. The union’s annual 
show, which recognizes the 
best performances in TV 
and film, urged its 125,000 
members to vote online for 
this year’s winners and on¬ 
ly sent paper ballots to 
those who specifically 
requested them. 

But it wasn’t without 
risk. Though members 
were notified of the shift in 
the November issue of the 
union’s magazine, some 
still expected the tradition¬ 


al paper ballot. Pundits say 
that online voting may 
alienate some of SAG’s less 
tech-sawy members. 

SAG producer Kathy 
Gonnell contends that 
members handle all kinds 
of union business online, 
and SAG Awards staffers 
are on hand to answer any 
awards-related questions. 

The guild has offered on¬ 
line voting for the past five 
years, but previously 
backed up that offer with a 
paper ballot. 

“We’ve been sending the 
printed ballot and each 
year, more and more peo¬ 
ple chose to vote online,” 
Gonnell says.

Two years ago, the Gram¬ 
my Awards appeared to 
mark the end of Chris 
Brown’s career. 

This year, it is serving as 
a new beginning. 

Life for the multi-plat¬ 
inum sensation dramati¬ 
cally changed on the eve of 
music’s biggest night in 
2009, when he assaulted 
then-girlfriend Rihanna 
and both were forced to 
bow out of the ceremony. 

In the months that fol¬ 
lowed, he saw his reputa¬ 
tion tarnished. He had to 
plead guilty to a felony, 
and his comeback CD, 
Graffiti, was a commercial 
disappointment. 

But with the success of 
his brush-off anthem 
Deuces, three nominations 
at this year’s Grammys (in¬ 
cluding best contemporaiy 
R&B album), an upcoming 
CD and an Australian tour 
in April, the focus on Chris 
Brown has returned to his 
music, without adding the 
Rihanna-prefix.

little bit younger he was 
still tiying to find his way 
a little bit and fine-tune his 
craft.

Brown, who has acted 
in movies such as the pop¬ 
ular Stomp the Yard, also 
hit No. 1 at the box office 
last year as part of the en¬ 
semble cast in the heist 
film Takers, which also 
starred rapper T.I. and Idris 
Elba.

Brave the cold for 
a grilled feast 


O Don’t let the frightful weather deter you from using 
your backyard barbecue to create delicious meals 


“Steaks and anjdhing bar¬ 
becued always tastes so 
much better in the winter, 
maybe because you 
haven’t had them for so 
long,” says grilling guru 
Naz Cavallaro, who thinks 
nothing of starting up his 
grills all winter long. 

That’s right — grills. 
The Whitby, Ont., resident 
has a half-dozen outdoor 
cooking surfaces that he 


uses year-round. 

“I have a couple of grills 
that are close to my patio 
door. I use the smoker a lot 
during the winter. You set 
the temperature up and do 
something that takes a 
couple of hours or more 
outside, like ribs. 

“I do a lot of ribs. Defi¬ 
nitely slow and low (when) 
cooking proteins. Pork or a 
roast — things that I don’t 


have to go and check too 
many times.” 

The key to wintertime 
grilling is to use a digital 
thermometer. Cavallaro’s 
device has a monitor he 
clips to his belt that alerts 
him when his food is ready 
— and then he doesn’t 
have to keep going out in 
the cold to check on it. 

Cavallaro, who is also a 
spokesman for grill manu¬ 



facturer Weber, advises 
keeping the barbecue lid 
down as much as possible. 

“Don’t open it too 
much. The more you open 
it, the longer food takes to 
cook. In winter, eveiy time 
you open it, it can take five 
to 10 minutes to get it 
back to the temperature 
you want.” 

With Super Bowl Sun¬ 
day around the corner 
many football fans will be 
having get-togethers, and 
nothing beats hot food 
straight off the grill, says 
Cavallaro. 

“The best part of it is 
that all the mess, and 


smells stay outside and 
doesn’t linger inside the 
house for days.” 

When a gang is coming 
over to watch the game, 
planning is key, he says. 
“Set up what you’re going 
to grill and decide when 
you’re going to grill it.” 

Cavallaro places eveiy- 
thing on platters and has 
condiments ready. Before 
guests arrive, chili and ribs 
are cooking. During the 
first quarter he usually 
does nachos and quick sa- 
tays. Toward the end of the 
second quarter, he’ll put 
on wings. At half-time, it’s

► If possible, situate the grill 
out of the wind. 

► Clean snow and ice from 
the area where you'll be 
working.

While the Edmonton Oil¬ 
ers head into the NHL all- 
star break with a 
disappointing record not 
unlike last season when 
they finished dead last, 
the team sees some light 
at the end of the tunnel 
this time. 

Statistically that might 
be hard to fathom, given 
the team has only 15 wins 
and 38 points in 49 
games, is 2-7-1 in its last 
10 and finished the 
month of January with 
just three wins in 13 
games, its worst month of 
the season.
